as the -benefits derived from an increase. of-our agricultural 
population, which we so much need, are not limited to 
Portland, but scattered among all classes of the State, és- 
pecially in the enhanced value of farm lands, your Board 


respectfully. ask your honorable body to.appropriate at - 


least $4,000 per year for two years for immigration pur- 
poses. As every section of Oregon is directly benefitted, 
and shares in the fruits of immigration, so much, needed ` 
for our State, it is but right that all should share in what- 
ever expense is incurred. e 

Your honorable body is:aware, we presume, that State 
Immigration Boards exist in Minnesota, Kansas and. Mis- 
souri, and most other Western States, and.in all the Brit- 
ish eolonies.. That the State, of Minnesota and Kansas 
have, through. their Immigration Board, increased their 
populations from 107,110. persons in 1860, to 364,399 in < 
1870, and Minnesota from, 172,022 in 1860 to 439,706 in 
1870; also, that. the Department of State report at Wash- 
ington, D. C., showed on. 30th -of March, 1870, that: 
345,653 immigrants had ‘arrived, two-thirds of whom - 
had gone to the Western States.. The Commissioner 
of Immigration at Castle Garden, New York, esti- 
mates the worth to a State in labor, and the money 
Which each immigrant brings with him -at $1,275 
in value.’ Taking it for granted even that the 11,213 
persons who arrived ‘within this State during the last two 


years only contributed $500 each, instead of $1,275, 
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toward the development of the State resources, the State 
will, in taxation alone, derive from the settlement of these 


persons at least $10,000. Consequently, your Board re- 


spectfully submits that whatever State appropriation is 
voted for immigration purposes will be returned to 'the 
State twofold in taxes alone; ‘so that, practically, the im- 
migrants themselves, after their arrival in Oregon, will 
repay to the State considerably more in taxes than the 
appropriation voted. for bringing them hither, «It is un- 
_ necessary for us to remark that beyond the- ‘pecuniary 


benefits so derived in taxes by the State, our various ` 


industries, and especially agriculture, will, by a continued 
flow of immigration, instead of lying dormant, be sus- 
tained, and thus increase our trade and commerce, and , 

- benefits be felt.by all classes. . 

„ Your Board would humbly represent that, in their. 
opinion, next to railroad connection with the East, this 
matter of immigration is of vital importance to the State, 
and ought to receive what your Board respectfully aske— 
the careful consideration’ of your honorable body.
